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In a decision mailed on 03 September 2002, this Office dismissed applicants 5 petition 
under 37 CFR 1.181 seeking to confirm the 13 December 2001 filing of a response to the 
Notification Of Missing Requirements mailed 01 November 2001 . The decision stated that the 
evidence presented did not support a conclusion that the materials in question had been filed on 
13 December 2001. 

On 23 September 2002, applicants filed the "Renewed Petition Under 37 CFR 1.181" 
considered herein. The submission included a copy of a docket log that purportedly confirms the 
mailing of the response on 13 December 2001 . This new evidence has been carefully considered; 
however, it is again concluded that the submitted evidence does not support a finding that the 
attached materials were filed on 13 December 2001. Applicants have not presented any evidence 
that the 13 December 2001 submission was made pursuant to the certification requirements of 37 
CFR 1 .8 or pursuant to the "Express Mail" procedures set forth in 37 CFR 1.10. Under these 
circumstances, the evidence presented is insufficient to support the conclusion that the response 
to the Notification Of Missing Requirements was properly filed with the USPTO on 13 
December 2001. . 

Applicants' renewed petition under 37 CFR 1.181 is DISMISSED without prejudice. 

This application remains ABANDONED for failure to file a timely response to the 
Notification Of Missing Requirements mailed 01 November 2001. 

If reconsideration on the merits of this petition is desired, a proper response must be filed 
within TWO (2) MONTHS from the mail date of this decision. Any reconsideration request 
should include a cover letter entitled "Second Renewed Petition Under 37 CFR 1.181" and 
should include adequate evidence that the materials attached to the present petition were 
originally filed on 13 December 2001. 
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It is again suggested that applicants consider filing a petition to revive the application 
under 37 CFR 1.137(b).
